fesslon  of  teaching;  the  unnumbered  multitude* 
of  boys  and  girls  who  are  seeking  an  education. 
Let  us  rejoice  and  thank  God  for  this  modern 
renaissance;  It  surpasses  that  of  the  sixteenth 
century.  Education  is  a great  and  good  thing. 
The  gospel  of  Christ  is  not  and  never  has  been 
unfriendly  to  genuine  culture.  Indeed,  the  best, 
purest,  fullest  and  most  all-round  practical  ed- 
ucation has  been  and  Is  provided  by  the  church 
of  Jesus  Christ.  The  only  complete  education 
is  Christian  education.  Other  things  being 
equal,  God  can  use  a cultured  Christian  to  bet- 
ter advantage  than  an  uncultured  one,  but  this  Is 
by  no  means  equivalent  to  saying  that  mere  cul- 
ture is  religion,  and  that  a knowledge  of  God  in 
Jesus  Christ,  which  is  eternal  life,  can  be  ob- 
tained by  going  to  school.  However  good  It  is 
to  go  to  school  and  get  knowledge,  let  no  one 
make  the  fatal  mistake  of  thinking  that  mental 
training  is  a substitute  for  a personal,  experi- 
mental knowledge  of  God.  Apart  from  the  sav- 
ing grace  of  God,  the  only  difference  between  a 
boy  or  girl  before  college  and  after  college,  is 
the  difference  between  an  uneducated  and  an 
educated  sinner.  To  enter  college  a liar,  is  to 
come  out  an  educated  liar,  except  as  the  grace 
of  God  shall  intervene.  God  cannot  be  known 
and  loved  by  studying  books  and  cultivating  the 
Intellect.  Jesus  Cbiist  is  not  a sentence  to  be 
analyzed  and  parsed  by  any -rule  of  syntax;  He 
is  not  a problem  to  be  solved  by  any  mathemati- 
cal formula;  He  Is  not  a mere  substance  which 
can  be  analyzed  and  known  by  any  chemical  test, 
but  He  la  a living  Person,  who  must  be  touched 
and  felt  and  known  by  the  intelligent  grasp  of 
a spirit  that  is  akin  to  His.  The  road  that  leads 
to  a knowledge  of  Jesus  Ch  rist  does  not  pass 
through  the  college  of  the  culturist,  the  library 
of  the  scholar,  or  the  laboratory  of  the  scientist, 
but  down  into,  and  through,  the  valley  of  Geth- 
semane,  and  up  the  rugged  steeps  to  Calvary. 
(Job  11:7;  Isa.  40:28;  1 Cor.  1:21.) 

2.  What  then  is  the  law  of  this  knowledge? 

The  question,  is  answered  in  the  text:  "If 
any  man  willeth  to  do  His  will  he  shall  know." 

Here,  as  everywhere,  our  Lord  takes  account 
of  the  human  will  as  an  ultimate  and  final  fact 
in  the  disposal  of  His  claims.  One  of  the  great- 
est mysteries  of  our  being  is  that  we  are  en- 
dowed with  a faculty  of  such  terrible  power,  and 
yet  It  could  not  be  otherwise  since  we  were  to 
be  men  and  not  beasts.  The  will  is  king  in  the 
soul;  It  occupies  the  throne-room  in  the  temple 
of  our  being;  It  is  the  bed-rock  fact  of  human 
life.  All  thinking  and  acting  have  their  spring 
in,  and  are  under  the  control  of  the  will.  Be-, 
neath  every  act  there  is  the  thought  that  moves 
it;  beneath  ever  ythought  there  is  the  will  that 
commands  it;  deeper  down  than  this  we  cannot 
go.  In  all  matters  of  ethics  we  must  go  back  to 
the  will.  Here  is  the  fastening  point  of  all  re- 
sponsibility. So  all-important  and  regnant  is 
the  human  will  that  we  may  lay  down  this  as  an 
unerring  test:  "According  to  the  character  of 
the  will  is  the  character  of  the  life.”  (Prov.  4: 
23;  23:7.) 

The  will  is  active  In  all  knowing;  In  religious 
knowledge,  especially,  It  plays  a very  vital  part 
The  highest  form  of  knowledge  we  obtain  not 
by  reasoning,  but  by  living.  Thus  far  we  may 
go  with  the  psychologist,  that  we  knew  in  the 
richest,  highest  and  truest  sense,  not  by  means 
of  logical  deduction,  but  by  actual  living  exper- 
ience with  the  realities  of  the  universe. 

Religion  Is  not  based  on  logical  deductions;  re- 
ligious knowledge  comes  not  by  a process  of 
reasoning,  but  by  submitting  our  will  to  the  will 
of  God. 

In  all  of  this  there  is  no  conflict  with  science 
or  logic,  but  this  law  carries  us  far  beyond  the 
sphere  of  logic  or  science. 

It  is  this  royal  faculty  that  the  preacher  must 
address  himself  to  in  the  last  instance;  It  was  to 
the  will  that  Jesus  Himself  appealed.  "Whoso- 
ever will  Is  the  all-inclusive  invitation  of  the 
gospel;  It  shuts  up  all  who  are  dead  In  sin  and 
under  this  condemnation.  "Ye  will  not  come 
unto  me  that  ye  may  have  life.”  And  so  In  the 


Here  lies  the  secret  of  the  shallowness  of  much 
so-called  Christian  faith  of  our  day.  There  are 
multitudes  who  admire  the  ethical  excellences  of 
Christ’s  teaching,  but  who  do  not  bow  in  sub- 
mission to  His  will.  If  you  would  have  what 
Christ  gives  and  teaches,  you  must  take  Him, 
for  He  is  what  He  teaches  and  gives.  The  faith 
that  does  this  is  more  than  mere  credence — It  Is 
trust.  Credence  is  the  work  of  the  understand- 
ing, while  trust  Is  the  outgoing  of  the  heart  and 
its  complete  submission  to  the  person  of  Christ. 
Credence  grasps  and  appropriates  a proposition, 
but  trust  wraps  the  clinging  tenurils.of  the.  heart 
about  the  Pei  son.  Credence  accepts  what  is  said 
about  Christ,  but  trust  ylelis  to  him  about  whom 
it  Is  said. 

A saving  knowledge  of  God  is  conditioned 
upon  a holy  affection,  fed  and  strengthened  by 
willing  obedience  to  His  will.  God  mast  be 
known  through  the  heart  rather  than  through 
the  head.  (cf.  1 Cor.  1:21.) 

Pascal  said,  "We  know  truth  not  only  by  the 
reason,  but  by  the  heart.”  Aristotle  said,  “The 
power  of  attaining  moral  truth  is  dependent  upon 
our  acting  rightly."  A greater  than  all  earthly 
teachers  has  said,  "If  any  man  willeth  to  dq  he 
shall  know.” 

III.  The  Accessibility  of  This  Knowledge. 

If  spiritual  wisJoin  were  conditioned  upon 
worldly  possessions  or  accomplishments,  intellec- 
tual attainments,  human  culture,  ab.lity  to  In- 
vestigate, sift  and  weigh  evidence,  then  the  deep 
thing*  of  God  and  6t  His  Word  would  be  shut 
up  to  a select  few,  while  the  great  mass  of  man- 
kind must  remain  in  the  darkness  of  spiritual  ig- 
norance and  sin.  But,  thank  God,  this  is  not  so. 
Though  every  man  is  not  able  to  read  God’s 
Word  in  its  original  tongues  and  many  not  even 
in  their  own  tongue;  though  all  are  not  able  to 
explain  the  philosophy  of  revealed  religion,  or 
unfold  the  deep  mysteries  of  the  cross,  yet  every 
man  may  know  God  in  Jesus  Christ.  When  the 
Son  of  God  came  to  establish  the  kingdom  of 
light  and  life  among  men.  He  placed  the  condi- 
tions of  entrance  within  the  reach  of  every  msn, 
making  it  possible  for  all  to  know  the  Son. 
whom  to  know  is  life  eternal.  t • 

The  gospel  of  Christ  appeals  to  that  which  is 
deepest  in  men,  and,  therefore,  that  which  Is 
common  to  all  men.  Hence  It  puts  the  best 
within  the  reach  of  all  men.  The  world  has 
many  good  things  to  offer,  but  the  prices  which 


qqaintancesblp,  but  of  friendship  and  love,  a 
rekl,  personal  experimental,  sanctifying  knowl- 
edge of  God.  Without  this  knowledge  all  ether 
htman  attainments  are  vain ' and  profitless. 
Oilier  knowledge  may  be  useful  and  entertain- 
injg,  but  this  alone  Is  needful.  This  may  do 
without  other  knowledge,  but  n#  other  (knowl- 
etjge  can  do  without  this.  Mere  human  learning 
n^ay  cast  out  the  demon  of  Ignorance,  but  it 
niakes  the  demons  It  does  not  cast  out  more  po- 
lite and  perilous.  To  educate  men  in  mere  hu- 
nian  learning  is  to  put  Into  their  hands  a pow- 
erful weapon  of  danger,  and  only  one  thing  can 
give  it  the  proper  direction,  and  that  is  a per- 
sonal knowledg  of  God  In  Jesus  Christ.  This  It- 
self is  eternal  life.  (John  17:1-3.)  The  knowl- 
edge of  Jesus  Christ  is,  therefore,  something 
more  than  a knowledge  about  Him;  more  than 
tie  knowledge  of  any  number  or  all  of  the  facts 
ojT  His  history,  but  a personal  knowledge  of  Him 
-J-a  knowledge  which  carries  with  it  self-giving, 
a!  knowledge  of  love  and  trust, 
j Such  knowledge  is  above  all  other  knowledge; 
without  It  all  other  attainments  In  human  learn- 
ing are  vanity.  It  Is  worth  the  sacrifice  of  all 
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counted  for  by  any  of  their  ecclesiastical  form- 
ulae, who  taught  as  one  “having  authority  and 
not  as  the  scribes  and  Pharisees,”  jthey  said, 

“He  has  a devil,”  and  sought  to  kill!  Him. 

In  reply  to  their  questionings,  Jesus  said  in 
effect,  "My  teaching  is  not  mine,  bid  His  that 
sent  me.  You  wonder  how  I came  to  know  thes? 
things,  and  am  able  to  teach  as  yaii  see  and  • 
hear  In  me  this  day;  your  failure  to  understand 
this  grows  out  of  the  false  idea  you  pave  as  to 
the  way  spiritual  knowledge  and  wisdom  are  at- 
tained. You  think  learning,  intellectual  cul- 
ture^ is  the  only  means  of  knowing  jthe  things 
of  God,  but  you  are  wrong;  such  knowledge,  and 
the  power  to  teach  as  you  observe  wlt|i  astonish- 
ment In  me,  are  not  obtained  by  goini  to  school. 

Not  in  this  way  did  I gain  it  but  through  obed- 
ience to  the  wil\  of  my  Father.  Thiais  the  law 
of  spiritual  knowledge.  I know  these  things 
and  am  able  to  teach  as  you  see  in!  me  today, 
because  I seek  always  to  do  those  tilings  which 
are  pleasing  in  His  sight.  Moreover, Jth Is  law  is 
not  for  me  only,  but  for  all.  Obedience  to  the 
Father’s  will  will  do  for  you  and  foil  every  one 
Just  what  it  has  done  for  me,  for  “■  any  man 
willeth  to  do  His  will  he  shall  know.’! 

I would  bring  to  you  from  the  tekt  a three- 
fold message: 

1.  It  suggests  to  us  the  highest  and)  best  of  all 
knowledge. 

2.  It  gives  us  the  law  of  that  knowledge. 

3.  It  tells  us  that  this  knowledge  1)  accessible 

to  all.  I 

Let  us  consider  then — 

I.  The  knowledge  spoken  of  in  th«f  text;  what 
Is  It?  r 

Paul  tells  us  that  there  is  a knowledge  that 
puffs  up,  but  does  not  build  up;  ft  is  windy 
food  (I  Cor.  8:1).  Again  he  remindk  us  that  It 
is  possible  to  be  “ever  learning  and  pever  come 
to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth.”  (IljTlm.  3:7.) 

The  knowledge,  therefore,  about  which  Jesus  is 
here  speaking  Is  something  more!  than  mere 
learning;  more  than  information;  {more  than 
the  possession  of  the  facts  of  human  nistory.  It 
is  even  more  than  the  knowledge  of  God’s  ex- 
istence. or  an  acquaintance  with  Hie  character 
or  of  the  doctrines  of  His  Word,  j Tbe  devils 
know  all  this  and  more,  and  they  jtremble  as 
they  believe  It.  but  they  are  no  better  devils  for 
that.  The  Increase  of  such  knowledge  means  the 
increase  of  sorrow  (Eccl.  1:18).  such  knowl- 
edge is  vanity  and  shall  vanish  awaf. 

Again,  it  is  more  than  a blind  faithjbased  upon 
human  authority  or  tradition.  It  is  more  than 
the  acceptance  of,  and  belief  in,  aj  dogma  or 
creed  simply  because  some  church,  nope,  priest, 
preacher  or  teacher  has  held  and  taught  It.  Such 
knowledge  Is  all  too  prevalent  amoig  us.  Our 
Catholic  friends  can  not  claim  a monopoly  of 
this  species  of  religious  knowledge.!  Too  many 
of  us.  I fear,  are  holding  this  or  tiat  form  of 
doctrine,  adhering  to  this  or  that  religious  prac- 
tice, not  because  we  know  It  to  be  true,  but  be- 
cause it  is  the  accepted  creed  or  practice  of  our 
particular  sect  or  party.  Traditionalism  has  not 
yet  relinquished  all  Its  hold  upon  tpe  Christian 
world.  j 

What,  then.  Is  this  knowledge?  I 

It  is  equivalent  to  spiritual  insight,  the  power 
to  discern  between  the  genuine  and  j the  false  in 
religious  teaching,  the  knowledge*  or  Insight 
which  enables  one  to  judge  wnetheta^pv  teach- 
ing is  from  God  or  from  men.  cf.  Iuohn  4:1. 

While  this  Is  tbe  meaning  of  thi  text  In  its 
immediate  setting,  it  has  a much  wider  mean- 
ing and  application.

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THE  PASTOR  AND  THE  COMING  KINGDOM. 

By  N.  W.  P.  Bacon. 

(Prepared  for  the  ministers’  meeting  at  Oxford, 
Miss.,  Nov.  10,  1914,  and  requested  by  that 
body  for  publication  In  The  Baptist  Record.) 

There  are  several  conceptions  of  the  pastoral 
office.  And  yet  the  pastor’s  efficiency  In  pro- 
moting the  growth  of  the  Kingdom  will  depend 
upon  the  conception  the  people  have  of  the  pas- 
toral office.  There  are  those  to  whom  the  pas- 
tor Is  a priest,  an  intermediary,  an  Incarnate 
representative  of  Deity  on  earth,  whose  chief 
business  It  Is  to  refrain  from  getting  married, 
get  fat.  forgive  the  alna  of  hla  parishlonera.  col- 
lect fees  for  marrying  the  living  and  burying  the 
dead  and  praying  out  of  purgatory  any  who  may 
chance  to  have  overlooked  the  confessional  and 
failed  to  get  hla  sins  forgiven  before  death.  This 
la  about  the  Catholic  view  and  Is  of  course  er- 
roneous. There  Is  another  view,  which,  though 
not  as  far-reaching  In  Its  111  effect,  la  neverthe- 
less equally  erroneous.  According  to  this  view 
the  pastor  la  a hired  man  to  be  employed  an- 
nually. out  of  whom  you  are  to  get  as  much 
work  as  possible  for  as  little  pay  aa  you  can. 
He  must  be  a man  of  all  work.  He  must  have 
the  executive  ability  of  a governor,  the  ncimen 
of  a philosopher,  the  tact  of  a peanut  politician, 
the  business  ability  of  a banker,  the  mechanical 
genius  that  a man  sometimes  wishes  he  had 
who  owns  an  automobile  (for  he  must  on  oc- 
casions be  Janitor  and  engineer).  He  must  bs 
as  wise  as  Socrates  and  as  courageous  as  Caesar. 
Of  course  he  Is  to  make  as  many  visits  to  the 
sick  as  the  doctor,  only  the  doctor  goes  on  In- 
formation while  the  pastor  Is  to  know  of  the  Ill- 
ness Intuitively:  he  Is  expected  to  give  as  m-’ch 
advice  as  a lawyer  and  secure  as  many  Jobs  as 
an  employment  bureau. 

There  Is  yet  another  conception.  According 
to  this  view,  the  pastor  mnst  he  a cro-s  between 
a clothes  rack  and  a tailor’s  sign.  In  fact,  his 
chief  end  Is  to  wear  clothes.  During  the  week 
he  Is  to  do  nothing  more  onorous  than  to  go 
about  with  a bottle  of  milk  In  one  pocket  and 
a handful  of  sugar  plums  In  the  other  and  k°eo 
the  sisters  In  perpetual  eestaev.  On  8"nd"y  he 
Is  expected  to  perpetrate  a hsrm'esa  homily  on 
"Settlement  Work:  “The  Submerged  T»nth;” 
“The  Relation  of  the  Canals  of  Mars  to  Modern 
Irrigation:”  "The  Dlatetlc  Worth  of  Llmhurger 
Cheese  Made  In  New  York  Boon  the  Descendants 
of  Camaralraman” — abont  all  of  which  he  knows 
almost  as  much  as  a Digger  Indian  knows  shout 
differential  calculus.  Of  course  he  doesn’t  men- 
tion doctrine;  to  do  tbst  mleht  wound  the  del- 
icate sensibilities  of  some  visitor  not  of  the  same 
faith  and  order.  He  Imparts  no  Instruction. 
Hew  could  he  when  he  places  an  Interrogation 
point  after  everything  he  says?  As  you  look  at 
this  ministerial  misfit  you  are  forcibly  reminded 
of  the  story  told  of  one  from  the  rural  regions 
on  seeing  a camel  for  the  first  time.  He  sur- 
veyed for  a while  that  mlshappen  monstrosity 
that  looked  for  all  the  world  aa  If  nature  had 
gathered  the  left-overs  from  creation  and  had 
amused  herself  by  putting  them  together,  with 
a degree  of  curiosity  and  several  decrees  of  In- 
credulity, and  at  last  with  all  the  finality  of  a 
aolon  In  natural  history,  exclaimed:  "I'll  he 
‘dogged  If  there  la  any  such  animal!”  As  you 
look  at  the  curious  little  pulpiteer,  he  almost 
discredits  the  senses,  and  yet  you  know  he  Is  a 
pastor.  You  have  seen  them.  It  Is  needless  to 
say,  with  such  a conception  of  the  pastoral  office 
and  with  such  pastors,  the  kingdom  will  be  very 
backward  about  going  forward. 

The  Scriptural  conception  of  the  high  and  holy 
office  of  pastor  Is  that  of  overseer,  but  s'ne* 
that  word  has  a bad  flavor  to  us  because  we  of 
the  South  associate  It  with  slave-driving,  let  ns 
use  another  word — superintendent — who  Is  to 
direct  the  workers  In  Wincing  In  the  kingdom. 
Many  Baptist*  have  a wholly  erroneous  Idea  of 
ths  pastor’s  prerogative.  They  have  fsver-ed 
the  order.  They  think  they  are  the  anpcrln- 
tepdents  and  the  pastor  the  worker.  The  pas»nr 
can  never  he  efficient  until  the  people  recognize 
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the  energy  at  my  command,  that  the  pastor  who 
will  give  circulation  to  an  Insinuation  without 
first  ascertalnlng  lts  truth  from  unlmpeached  tes- 
timony Is  not  far  removed  from  an  avaasaln.  If 
that  word  la  too  strong  I am  sorry,  and  If  some 
one  will  supply  the  proper  one  I will  Insert  It. 
If  ev^y  one  should  be  condemned  upon  the  con- 
struction somebody  might  put  on  his  conduct,  f 
fancy  few  of  us  would  escape.  But  this,  by  the 
wav,  I say  again,  If  the  pastor  retains  his  ef- 
ficiency he  must  be  discrete.  And  I venture  tim- 
idly to  suggest  to  the  sisters  that  they  make  It 
as  easy  as  possible  for  him  to  be  discrete. 

Other  things  might  be  mentioned,  but  these 
will  suffice. 

Now,  In  conclusion,  let  me  say  that  If  our 
churches  could  get  the  true  conception  of  the 
pastoral  office  and  the  pastor’s  real  position  In 
the  kingdom,  and  If  the  pastors  were  what  I 
have  roughly  outlined.  It  would  be  hut  a little 
time  until  the  prayer  taught  the  d'aeiples  by  our 
Master,  and  that  has  been  prayed  through  the 
ages.  "Thy  kingdom  come.”  would  be  answered. 
And  we  should  see  In  His  beauty  the  face  of  the 
King  who  la  to  reign,  "where’ere  the  snn  doth 
hla  successive  Journeys  run.”  Only  a little  time 
until  the  kingdoms  of  this  w^uld  would  become 
the  kingdoms  of  our  Lord  and  His  Christ.  Eren 
so,  come.

The  failure  of  aome 
echools  can  be  traced  to  the  fact  that  they  want 
to  live  on  Baptist  mom  y while  they  are  so  broad 
that  they  carry  no  power  for  good.  Cons'derlng 
what  has  happened  In  some  quarters  and  In  some 
schools — Vanderbilt,  for  Instance — all  the  de- 
nominations might  do  well  now  and  then  to  go 
Into  their  schools  thoroughly  to  ace  how  far  they 
are  fulfilling  the  ends  of  their  existence. ” 

I heard  Dr.  J.  L.  Johnson,  Jr.,  president  of  our 
Baptist  Woman’*  College,  eay  In  a speech  recent- 
ly that  the  beat  people  In  the  world  are  Chris- 
tians. and  the  best  Christians  In  the  world  are 
the  Baptist  Christian*,  and  the  best  Baptists  In 
the  world  are  trained  Baptists. 

Tf  this  be  true  then  It  would  add  to  the  force 
of  the  kingdom  of  our  Lord  for  us  to  eontrlbute 
to  the  kingdom  as  many  trained  Christian  Bap- 
tists aa  possible.  Now  a Bapt'st  does  not  mean 
simply  that  one’s  name  Is  on  a Baptist  church 
hook.  It  means  that  from  personal  convlctldn, 
after  careful  study  of  God's  holv  Word,  one  has 
arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  the  only  full  and 
free  expression  of  the  underlying  principle  of 
the  kingdom  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  revealed 
In  the  Bible  ts  found  In  the  Baptist  system  of 
truth  and  one  ■ who  has  with  heart  and  hand 
embraced  thla  system  of  truth.  Let  that  one  be 
trained  to  service  and  you  hare  a specimen  of 
the  best  that  Christianity  can  produce. 

As  a denomination  we  are  establishing,  equip- 
ping and  maintaining  Baptist  colleges  for  the 
purpose ‘of  adding  all  the  force  possible  to  the 
kingdom  of  Christ,  by  gaining  recruits.  Instruct- 
ing them  In  the  underlying  principles  of  the 
kingdom,  and  training  them  for  service. 

All  the  foregoing  being  true,  then  would  It  not 
be  well  to  make  the  Bible  one  of  the  text-booka 
In  each  year  of  the  course  In  our  rollege*,  with 
a safe  and  competent  Instructor  giving  his  en- 
tire time  to  the  work?  And  then  would  It  not  be 
well  to  require  every  student  to  take  the  course 
and  receive  grades  upon  It  Just  as  In  other  lines’ 

I hope  that  our  next  convention  will  let  the 
hoards  of  our  colleges,  where  It  Is  not  already 
the  case,  know  that  we  heartily  recommend  that 
the  Bible  become  a part  of  the  regular  and  re- 
quired curriculum  of  studies  In  every  depart- 
ment of  the  Institution  with  efficient  Instructors 
as  regular  members  of  the  faculties.

Concluding  a fine  article  In  The  Standard.  of 
Chicago,  on  “College  Teachers  and  RelMon," 
Dr.  J.  P Greene,  of  William  Jewell  College, 
recommends  the  following:  (1)  Teach  prac- 

tical ethics  In  the  freshman  year  and  iflslst  on 
clean  living.  (2)  Offer  courses  in  the  Enellsh 
Bible,  both  in  the  Old  Testament  artd  the  Npw 
Testament.  The  teaching  should  be  sympa- 
thetic and  spiritual  rather  than  critical.  Crit- 
ical study  should  come  later,  when  the  mind  is 
more  mature  and  the  moral  and  religious  char- 
acter is  confirmed.  (3)  Exalt  the  moral  and 
spiritual  in  the  college  life  and  thus  create  an 
atmosphere,  wholesome  and  sweet,  in  which  the 
student  may  live  day  by  day.  In  order  to  do 
these  things  effectively,  every  teacher  must  be 
able  In  his  department,  "ant  to  teach,"  pure  in 
his  living,  sincere  in  his  faith  and  soMt-mlly 
minded.  It  is  a shame  for  a Christian  school  to 
have  any  other  kind  of  teachers.  The  teachers 
really  make  a college.  Able  men,  moral  men, 
spiritually  minded  men — ab'llty,  p”rlty,  p'ety  - 
make  a good  college  atmosphere.  The  student 
who  breathes  this  atmosphere  for  four  years  will 
go  out  into  the  world  with  that  greatest  posses- 
sion, a strong  moral  and  religipus  character.

“Our  matahed  la  coxy  on  ths  Inside 
but  we  came  near  freezing  in  It  In 
the  winter  and  we  literally  molded 
during  the  rainy  season  and  now  we 
are  melting.  Last  week  a visitor 
looked  at  the  matahed  and  said. 
'Well,  from  the  outside  one  would 
never  guess  how  attractive  that 
building  la  on  tbe  Inside.*  Tbe  girts 
take  auch  pride  In  displaying  the 
children’*  work. 

"Another  visitor  said  that  ’he 
thought  our  exhibit  would  do  credit 
to  almost  any  city  school  at  home.’

CHRIST  RISEN  FROM  THE  IIKAI). 

Mark  13:1-8;  Matt.  28:11-15. 

Motto  text:  “Why  seek  ye  the  liv- 
ing among  the  dead?  He  la  not  here, 
but  Is  risen.” — Luke ^4: 6-6.

Introductory:  Death  on  the  cross 

was  usually  a lingering  one,  and  the 
Jews  proposed  that  the  limbs  of  the 
three  who  had  been  crucified  should 
be  broken.  In  order  to  hasten  death 
and  allow  the  bodies  to  be  removed 
before  the  great  paaaover  Sabbath. 
When  the  soldiers  reached  Jesus, 
tbey  found  him  already  dead  and 
pierced  hia  side  with  a spear,  bring- 
ing out  blood  and  water.  This  la 
afterwards  cited  by  John  to  prove 
the  human  nature  of  our  Lord's  body. 
At  their  request,  hia  body  was  grant- 
ed to  Joseph  of  Arlmathea  and  Nlc- 
odemus,  both  members  of  the  San- 
hedrin but  diaciples  (John  3:1-21 
an  dl9:38).  Wrapped  in  linen  and 
embalmed  in  spices,  It  was  burled  in 
a new  tomb  bard  by  belonging  to 
Joseph.  Jesus’  repeated  prediction 
(Matt.  16:21  and  17:22  and  20:19) 
that  he  should  rise  again  on  the  third 
day,  was  forgotten  by  hia  disciples 
(who  possibly  spiritualised  It  so 
much  as  to  destroy  Its  meaning). 

1.  Early  in  the  morning  after  that 
sad  Jewish  Sabbath,  the  faithful 
women  who  had  ministered  to  him  in 
life,  and  watched  hia  crucifixion  and 
burial,  came  with  the  sweet  spices 
and  ointments  customary  at  such 
times,  to  lay  them  about  the  body  of 
him  they  loved.  Perhaps  they  felt 
the  burial  had  been  a hurried  one, 
In  spite  of  Nicodemus'  gift  of  a hun- 
dred pounds  weight  of  myrrh  and 
aloea  (John  19:39).  At  any  rate, 
they  wished  to  bring  him  their  own 
personal  offering.  As  they  went  on 
their  sorrowful  mission,  Mary  Mag- 
dalene and  Mary  the  mother  of 
James  and  Joses,  Salome  and  Joanna 
and  others,  they  asked  each  other 
who  would  roll  away  the  great  atone, 
far  beyond  feminine  strength,  which 
they  knew  sealed  the  tomb.  As 
they  drew  near,  they  saw  that  the 
stone  bad  been  rolled  away.  Mat- 
thew tells  ua  that  .there  had  been  a 
great  earthquake,  and  that  the  angel 
of  the  Lord  descended  from  heaven 
and  rolled  away  the  atone  and  sat 
upon  It.  Why  they  were  not  aware 
of  the  earthquake,  seemingly,  we  do 
not  know.

Yesterday  I returned  frAm  a trip 
to  an  outstation  some  thirty  miles 
southwest  of  Chengchow.  It  took 
me  a day  and  a half  to  go  from 
Chengchow  to  the  city  where  we 
preached.  A good  part  of  the  day  I 
rode  on  a • wheelbarrow  paying  the 
man  for  pushing  me  for  the  greater 
part  of  this  distance  the  sum  of  about 
thirty  cents.  The  road  was  rough 
and  stony  with  gullies  over  a hun- 
dred feet  and  some  very  much  deep- 
er to  cross.  Many  of  the  people  live 
In  caves  out  In  the  sides  of  the  hills 
The  earth  Is  of  such  s charscter  that 
these  caves  remain  in’ One  condition 
for  years. 

This  place  is  a fairly  new  field  and 
at  present  there  Is  not  a single  Chris- 
tian, except  the  evangelist,  who  lives 
In  this  district.  I was  pleased  to  find 
though  that  there  were  some  inquir- 
ers. One  woman  In  particular  struck 
me  as  one  of  the  most  promising  In- 
quirers I had  ever  seen.  For  a long 
time  she  has  been  a vegetarian  and 
a devout  worshipper  of  the  different 
deities  of  Buddhism.  These  vegetar- 
ians bold  themselves  to  a strict  diet 
hoping  thereby  to  attain  to  heaven. 
She  also  took  the  trouble  to  learn  to 
read.  It  Is  very  rare  that  you  find 
a woman  outside  the  largest  c<tl“s 
I who  is  able  to  read  books.  When 
this  woman  heard  the  gosuel  she  p’’t 
aside  her  god*  and  ancestral  tablet 
and  became  a seeker  after  the  true 
Qod. 

Owing  to  the  social  customs  of  the 
Chinese.  It  Is  exceedingly  difficult  for 
a man  to  preach  to  women  in  China, 
hence  the  need  of  women  to  work 
among  their  own  sex  in  China. 
However,  the  woman  referred  to 
above,  since  she  is  a grandmother, 
attended  the  servlcea  regularly  and 
actually  had  a feast  prepared  and 
sent  over  to  the  evangelists  and  my- 
self. *On  my  return  she  presented  me 
with  her  gods  which  I told  her  I 
would  send  to  America  to  show  the 
women  there  how  she  had  forsaken 
the  false  for  the  true. 

My  prtndpal  work  Is  that  of  a 
country  evangelist  and  I often  travel 
all  day  by  donkey,  bicycle  or  part 
going  to  and  from  my  preaching  sta- 
tions. In  some  ways  It  is  hard  on 
my  family  but  some  one  has  to  do 
the  work.  Most  of  my  work  Is  Of  a 
pioneer  character  In  districts  where 
there  are  no  believers  in  the  gospel. 
In  one  city  I have  tried  for  over  a 
year  to  rent  a preaching  place  but 
have  not  succeeded  owing  to  opnosi- 
tlon  from  some  of  - the  influential 
people.  Yet  we  hope  the  way  to  be 
opened  soon. 

This  fall  I have  been  using  Mr. 
Herring's  tent  for  out-station  work; 
several  evangelists  have  been  with 
t’ue  tent,  while  a good  part  of  the 
time  I have  been  with  them  direct- 
ing and  planning  the  work.  The  tent 
attracts  hundreds  of  people  and  is  a 
great  advertisement  of  the  eosnel.
